Bieckley, C. J.—1. When general writings 
in evidence all harmonize and bear with 
united and with powerful force against the 
verdict, a new trial may be granted. 

2. A cross interrogatory was not su fiiciently 
answered, but the record does not affirmatively 
disclose that the court erred in overruling the 
exception, the time and mode of taking and 
presenting the exception not appearing. 

3. All relevant facts transpiring between the 
wrongful discharge of a servantand the trial 
of bis action therefor (the same being an action 
for breach of the contract of employment, and 
brought before the contract term had expired), 
may be considered in estimating the damages. 
Measure of damages for the breach in question 
indicated.

Blandford, J.—1. The plaintiff, being on the 
stand and being asked by counsel] for defend- 
ant whether he had signed acertain paper, 
(exhibited to him and claimed to be a receipt 
in full for all damages he sustained), it was 
error to refuse to permit him to explain the 
circumstances under which he signed and 
whether or not said paper was the same which 
he did sign, although he testitied that the vice- 
president of defendant was prosent when he 
signed a paper, (claimed tobe the one exhib- 
ited to him and in the same condition as when 
he signed it), and it appeared that said vice- 
president was dead. 

2. A written notice to produce & certain pa- 
per having been given by-plaintiff, but no oath 
being made by him as to its materialty, or that 
it wasin defendant’s possession, and counsel 
not having stated, in their place, anything 
upon these points, it was not error to refuse to 
compel its production. 

(a) A report which defendant, by its rules, 
required its conductor to make as to the cir- 
cumstances and character of injuries caused 
by operation of its trains, etc, was not a@ priv- 
ileged communication, and, under proper cir- 
cumstances, its production by defendant could 
be compelled.

There should be no political ostracism, 
and if I can prevent it there shal) not be, even 
though the ore class could inflict it. 
.. “‘Now,we can avoid acontest. We have plen§ 
» ty of time. ‘But,’ I have been told, ‘the agita, 
_ tion goes on. The people are already divided 
and delay is dangerous.’ But that is the only 
way to prevent a fight—for the representatives 
ofeach side to be chosen #hd‘then let them 
| settle this thing in calm deliberation. It makes 
_ no difference if the most pronounced men are 
| chosen. Personally speaking, I can treat the 
matter ina friendly fashion, even with the 
most pronounced prohibitionist. Choose, if 
you will, your strongest men. ‘Let them get 
| together and choose, each delegation for its 
| own side, suitable names. Itis two months 
| yet before the elections comes off. Let the an- 
ti-prohibitionists select their own comiit- 
tee in their own way. Let the prohi- 
bitionists do the same thing, and let tho two

Again, if these committees are chosen as 
I have suggested, I believe that the colored 
people should be allowed representation on the 
committees. They are a large per centage of 
our population. They have a large vote, and 
ifa compromise ticket is presented it should 
be, indeed, a compromise ticket, and one om 
which all eloments can unite. 

“New, I submit myjviews.to the committee. 
If they are determined upon immediate action 
Lam satistied that they will prevail in this 
meeting, and many that are here 
be placed in that position 
where they can vote neither for nor against,for 
the simple reason that they cannot afferd to 
commit themselycos to the further policy of the 
committee. We beliove that an adjustment 
can and should bo made. We are not satisfied 
entirely with all of the anti-prohibitionist 
representatives upon the ticke:.. J have no 
motion to make unless my views meet with en- 
couragement and support from the comumnittee. 
If they are in favor of the plan I shall follow 
With a motion embodying the views I have al- 
ready expressed.”’ 

Mr. Kempion Heard Frou. 

Mr. J. M. Kempton made a talk. 

He complimented Mr. Goodwin but thought 
that he and his associates were on the wrong 
line. Mr. Kempton said that upto this time 
he had been a silent politician—but now pro- 
posed to speak out. He thought it was 
sa 2 to say something. 

Mr. Goodwin made mistakes sometimes. 
Iie had made one tonight. The piohibition- 
ists had originated this mevement for a cone 
servative ticket. They had done so with a per- 
fectly pure motive, their object boing the good 
of Atlanta. Tho platform of the committee 
was Atlanta and a gocd ticket had beon nomi- 
Mr. Goodwitt and his associates had 
repudiated the ticket ay @rat announced. Now 
they want us to let them name the vicket and 
help them to elect it. 

Mr. Goodwin: “Did not the anti-prohibi-~ 
tionists help you to elect vour ticket two years 
ago * 

Mr. Kempton replied that he would leavo 
that question to answered by some 
else, as he was not posted. . - 

‘The ticket,” said Mr. Kempton, “is evcaly 
balanced, and I—~”’ 

Mr. W. 8S. Thomson: “I maka the poidty 
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Mr. Chairman, that this discussion is out of 
order. The only thing before the house is Mr. 
Corrigan’s amendment.” 

“I decide that point well taken,” ruled 
Chairman Abbott. 

Mr. Hoke Smith: “I move that the gentle- 
man be allowed to proceed. Mr. Goodwin was 
allowed to finish his speech, ‘which was not 
germain to the matter before the meeting,’’ 

Mr. Goodwin: “I heartily fayorthe motion 
for the gentleman to proceed.” 

The motion prevailed. 

Mr. Kempton concluded by saying: ‘The 
ticket presented for ratitication is evenly bal- 
anced. The mayor, the principal part of the 
ticket, has been given to the antis, in accord- 

ce with Mr. Goodwin’s views that the antis 
should havé the biggest half, because, as he says, 
they are the biggest party. The prohibition- 
{sts have domo up like menand inaugurated 
thie conservative movement. They are exon- 
erated from all blame if thid ticket is not fati- 
fied. If it shall not be ratified, I ho that 
this whole matter will be indefinitely post-

Mr. Chairman: I desire to call attention to 
the peculiar fact as manifested in the applause 
which greeted the proposition of my young 
friend to fight this question to the bitter end.

His 
idea is that there should be acommittee of 
twenty-five from each side to select candidates 
for acompromise ticket. I am _ rather sur- 
rised that he made it fiftvy—sixty is the num- 
oe we had and sixty is certainly as conserva- 
I ca)l attention to the represen- 
tative character of this committee. I was 
resent atits inception. LIunderstood perfect- 
y that a meeting of citizens was called. There 
was absolutely no restriction: a meeting of 
citizens was proposed; then gentlemen were 
roposed; to call meetings in the wards. 
hese meetings were cailed in the public 
prifts; the citizens of the wards were invited 
to attend, and as far as I know 
both sides. did attend. I happen to 
know that in my ward an_ equal pro- 
portion of prohibitionists and anti-ptohibition- 
ists were present. These meetings were open 
to any citizens of Atlanta; many did go. This 
cominittee was appointed. It was not put to 
work to selecta ticket and to say who should 
represent the anti-)rohibitionists or the prohi- 
bitionists; that was precisely what this com- 
mittee was not appointed to do, They were to 
select a ticket that should represent the 
whole people of Atlanta, whether they 
were prohibitienists [or anti-prolhibitionists. 
These men by reason of their general excel- 
lence and conservat:sm were proposed to rep- 
resent the whole people of Atlanta. I know 
my friend Goodwin is sincere, for I have con- 
ferred with him frequently on the subject, but 
the people will be divided. by the plan he pro- 
poses. It is putting tothe action of this citi- 
zeus movement its official authvuritative estab- 
lishment of the fact that this issue is exisiting, 
that it shall continue to exist and that the 
lines between the two factions shall be ofiicial- 
ly drawn. It is saying that in the selection of 
your ofiicers of the city government you choose 
men to represent the prohibitionists and the 
anti-prohibitionists: it is putting Atianta’s 
commonwealth out of sight and making two 
factions supreme.

This 
city is divided over two camps, each sus- 
picious of the other, each intolerant of the 
other and that cannot be Satisfied until the 
city draws off into two hostile camps and from 
each accept hostages for the other. I tell you 
gentlemen, this is; the most fatal mistake, in 
my opinion, that could be made at this time. 
There is just-oné mistake that has been 
made by the committee. It has been called 
aeompromise ticket. It is a conservative 
ticket. If these two camps were drawn off 
and the lines of demarkation were oflicially 
established and every prohibitionist should 
Soave his friend who is am anti, quit his coun- 
scls, step into his camp and send him into his, 
divided partner against partner, each one sus- 
picious of the other, to pame a ticket that shall 
govern this great city. Itell yeu, gentlemen, 
it is wrong, itis wrong! And it is a fatal mis- 
take for us to inake here tonight.

MR. HOKE SMITH SPEAKS, 

At the conclusion of Mr. Grady’s speech, 
Mr. Hoke Smith ascended the platform. He 
said that he belonged to that class of citizens 
described by Mr. Ellis. He did not know 
where to go. He had voted with the antisand 
had given $500 to help them whipthe fight. 
After the election several gentlemen had been 
called together to put out a ticket for council. 
He had been invited by Mr. 
Goodwin to be present. He (Mr. 
Smith) had stated in that meeting 
that he was not willing to exclude prohibition- 
ists from the ticket.

But he did not believe in making [the issue 
in local elections. 

Two organized forces were pulling the city 
apart. Nothing could be worse for Atlanta. 
What we wantisan organized force to pull 
the people together! 

When invited to go to Judge Anderson’s 
office, the other day, he went. It was inti- 
mated that the object was to prevent a con- 
test, but some wanted to make an anti-barroom 
fight. | 

“IT opposed it as unwise. I was not willing 
to gointoa conservative fight with a liquor 
issue,’”’ 

‘‘T was surprised to find how earnestly the 
gentlemen present were willing to join hands 
and make a conservative fight. 

‘Mr. Bain asks ‘who started the issue?’ I[t 
don’t matter who started it, I want to stop it.”’ 
Let us not publish to the world that Atlanta 
is split all to pieces—that half are antis and 
half prohis in the council pulling against each 
other. 

“It was extreme conduct—the turning out of 
anti-prohibition policemen, and that one thing 
did as much as anything else to defeat prohi- 
bition. 

“Mr. Goodwin: is a clear-headed man.. I 
have always voted for him, and I think that 
he will come in # ith us when he thinks it all 
over. 

‘‘I am in favor of putting out this ticket if 
it gets beat, because it will start an union plat- 
form broad enough for Mr. Bain and Mr. Dodd 
and everybody else in Atlanta. Let us bury 
this prohibition issue until the next election at 
least.’”’ 

MR. BAIN EXPLAINS. 

Mr.Donald Bain said that he was afraid,from 
what had been stated, that the impression 
would go out that he was not in févor of At- 
lanta. He was for Atlanta first, last, and all 
the time. He had strong prohibition friends. 
He thought, however,. that Mr. Goodwin’s 
plan wus the best, and if the ticket carried he 
would not vote, 

Mr. Grady stated that he would not have 
mentioned Mr. Bain’s name but for the fact 
that he had asked hin-a question, Mr. Bain 
was all right and had repeated!y proven his de- 
votion to Atlanta. Noman was put on the 
ticket because of his position on the prohibi- 
tion issue—but simply in the interest of the 
whole city. 

THE QUESTION PUT. 

There were loud calls for the question. 

Chairman Abbott put the question on tlie re- 

ort. 
“That ain’t right!” ‘‘You are wrong!’’ 
‘‘The question is Corrigan’s amendment about 
putting Falvey in Robbins’s place!’’ were 
sentences which were heard on all sides.

The chairman read the amendment, which 
was to the effect that Mr. Falvey replace Mr. 
Robbins as the nominee from the third ward. 

He then put the question. 

Mr. Corrigan’s amendment was heavily de- 
feated. 

The chairman announced that the ayes had 
it. 

There was great confusion and loud eries for 
di@ision, mingled with shouts of laughter. 

The chairman re-put the question and it was 
re-defeafed. 
¢ There were vociferous calls for the question 
upon the report. 

“All in favor of adopting the report as 
amended will—’’ 

‘But it ain’t amended!” 

Then the din was almost deafening and 
Colonel Abbott almost despaired of ever re- 
storing order. Everybody was laughing at 
Colonel Abbott's slip. 

“‘All in favor of adopting the report of the 
committee will say aye.”’ 

Aud the report was overwhelmingly ratified. 

Mr. Glenn Accepts. 

Calls for “Glenn!” “Glenn!” ‘“Glenn!’’ 
brought that gentleman to the front amid tre- 
mendous cheering, which lasted for several 
minutes. 

‘Mr. Chairman and gentlemen,’’ said Mr. 
Glenn, “I have not sought this nomination, 
and I shall not decline it. I believe thisa call 
that the people have a right to make, and I 
therefore accept it. As l understand it there 
is not on the ticket a single man that sought 
the position. You havea ticket made up of 
men that do not seek positions, but are willing 
to serve—men. and I know what I am talk- 
ing about, that have no jobs in view, 
no states made, no rings, no pledges, men 
that’ have but one purpose, and that purpose 
is the advancement of the interésts of Atlanta. 
Of course there will be objections made. No 
ticket can be made to suit everybody unless 
everybody is on it. Now the question for you 
is this. Is the ticket made up of men you can 
trust? Arethey honest men? Are they men 
with your interest at heart? Your platform, 
as I understand it, is better than your ticket. 
I have not been here at the meeting, but I un- 
derstand that your platform is Atlanta—our 
Atlanta, our home, the home of our wives and 
childron, something that is above candidates 
and local measures. Do]jyou know whatit means 
when you say that Atlanta is your platform?

IN REGULAR SESSION. 


THE BOARD OF POLICE COMMISSION- 
ERS CONVENE LAST NIGHT. 


Charges Against Two Officers Withdrawn— 
Call Officer Harris Suspended—The Chief's 
Report—Five New Men Added. 


The board of police commissioners con- 
vened in regular sess$on last night in their jcham- 
ber at the polide headquarters, there being present 
Commissioner Brown presiding, and Commissioners 
Martin, Stevens and Brotherton.

porpTED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
“ ATLANTA. 


terview With Mr, A. Bellingrath, Who 
gays the Ordinance is the Thing Atlanta 


Needs. 


The plumbing ordinance recently adopted 
by the city eouncil on the recommendation of 
the ordinance committee was drawn up by Dr. 
J. B. Baird, the secretary of the board of 
health, and it is the result of months of care- 
fu) consideration of the requirements which 
will give Atlanta perfect sanitation. 

Dr. Baird had the advantage of suggestions 
from practic al plumbers and the ordinance is 
pronounced by a number of them to be the 
thing Atlanta needs. It will be seen from the 
ordinance that both oc mtractors and house 
owners are liable to fine where plumbing is 


e according to the requirements. 
gg Mr. A. Bellingrath w asked his 


of the ordinance, he said: 

cand itis the right thing. It willhavea 
fine effecton the sanitary condition of the 
city. [It will give people what they pay for. 
Heretofore there Was no safeguard at all— 
nothing to compel 4 man to do what was 
neil the ordinance necessitate any changes 
jn the present plumbing ?”’ 

“No, it is not intended to change the plumb- 
ing which has already been put in, but all 
neroafter done must comply with the require- 
ments of the ordinance. If you make any 
changes that necessitate putting in new pipe 
or fixtures, you must comply with the new 
ordinance.’ 

“Will the imperfect plumbing already done 
give any trouble?” 

“No, I think not, because of the open houses. 
Ifthey were built like northern _houses it 
might. But plumbing is being more introduced 
every day, and therefore the danger was be- 
coming greater all the time.” 

“Will this ordinance increase the cost of 
plumbing ?”’ 

“No, sir; I don’t think it will, because 
enough has always been spent to do it properly. 
As I said before, it will give a person what he 
should have for the money.” 

“This system is substantially the.same es 
that adopted in the large “tities of the coun- 


Yes, pretty much the same. In each cit 
you have to vary the requiremements to suit 
the circumstances. In New York, for instance, 
where they have sealed sewers they 
have to make openings to _ relieve 
the pressure of gas. Our sewers have openings 
enough to relieve the pressure of gas.” 

“The whole idea is to keep the air in the 
houses pure and to keep a circulation in the 
waste pipes. This is done by putting a house 
trap between thesewer and the house. Then 
there isanopening on the house side of the 
trap. The pipe goes up above 
tle roof of the house and there is a continual 
current of air passing through it from the 
sry near the trap to the end of the pipe 
above the roof.’”’ 

The ordinance follows: ; 

THE PLUMBING ORDINANCE. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayorand gen- 
eral council, That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance, all ae and house drainage, ‘in 
both public an: “op ae buildings within the city 
of At'ianta, shall be done according to the rules and 
specifications herein contained, and it shall be the 


‘ duty of the board of health to provide regulations 


to insure the enforcemeut of this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. All materialsshall be of good quality and 
free from defects; the work shall be executedin a 
thorough and workman-like manner, 

Sec. 3. The arrangement of soiland waste-pipes 
phull be as direct as possible. 

Sec. 4. The drain, soil and waste-pipes and the 
traps shall, if practicable, be exposed to view for 
ready inspection at all times. and for 
convenience in repairing. When nec- 
essarily placed within partitions or in recesses 
of walls, soil and = waste-pipes shall be 
covered with wood work, so fastened with screws as 
to be readily removed, In no case shall they be ab- 
solutely inaccessible, 

Bec. 5. All interior watercloset compartments 
shall be ventilated by windowsinto the open air, 
or into air-shafts of not less than three square feet 
in area.
